JOINT  RESOLUTION 

Providing-  for  the  disposition  of  the  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 
removed  from  its  site  in  front  of  the  com'thouse  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  District  of  Cokmibia. 

Whereas  the  pedestrian  statue  of  Abraham  Lincohi  has  been 
removed  from  its  location  in  front  of  the  courthouse  in  the 
cit}^  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  because  in  the 
opinion  of  the  authorities  of  the  District  of  Colmnbia  it  does 
not  conform  to  the  style  of  architecture  of  the  District  of 
Columbia;  and 

Whereas  said  statue  has  been  placed  in  storage,  there  being  found 
no  other  place  for  its  location  in  the  District  of  Columbia; 
and 

Whereas  the  city  of  Green  Bay,  Wisconsm,  one  of  the  oldest 
cities  in  the  United  States,  built  on  the  site  of  old  Fort 
Howard,  and  a  city  of  historical  interest,  is  desirous  of  ob- 
tainmg  such  statue  and  will  erect  m  a  suitable  place  in  said 
city  and  properly  care  for  the  same :   Therefore  be  it 

1  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiives 

2  of  the   United  States  of  America  in   Congress  assembled,

1  That  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  conjunction  with  the  Com- 

2  missioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 

3  authorized    and    directed    to    deliver    to    the    constituted 

4  authorities  of  the  city  of  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  said  statue 

5  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  no  other  disposition  thereof  having 

6  been  provided  other  than  is  authorized  by  this  resolution: 

7  Provided,  That  the  United  States  shall  be  at  no  expense  in 

8  connection  with  the  transportation,   erection,  and  mainte- 

9  nance  of  said  statue. 
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
